In response to the Official Action dated May 2, 2006, applicants submit a new 
Declaration claiming priority to U.S. Patent Application Serial No. 09/519,576, filed March 6, 2000, 
now U.S. Patent No. 6,257,491 issued to Tan. 

Tan was relied on by the Examiner to reject all the pending claims. In view of the new 
Declaration, the rejections based on Tan are moot and should be withdrawn. 

The original Declaration claimed the priority of U.S. Patent Application Serial No. 
08/631,364, now U.S. Patent No. 6,059,188; U.S. Patent Application Serial No. 08/506,574, now U.S. 
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Patent No, 6,102,294; U.S. Patent Application Serial No. 08/141,342, now abandoned, and U.S. Patent 
Application Serial No. 08/394,813, now abandoned. The Examiner correctly noted that none of these 
applications was copending when the instant application was filed on February 5, 2001 . 

However, the original Declaration should have claimed the priority of Tan which issued 
on July 1 0, 2001 and, hence, was copending with the instant application on February 5, 2001 . 

The new Declaration fixes that omission in the declaration.
